sank Burr, asking him how he liko< 
to be "without a country."

I mention this only as nn illustration 
of the stories which get a-going where 
there is the least mystery at bottom. 


So Philip Nolan had his wish ful- 


filled. Poor fellow, he repented of his 
folly, and then, like a man, submitted 
to the fate lie had asked for. 
He sev- 


er intentionally added to the difficulty 
or delicacy of the charge of those who 
had him in hold. 
Accidents would 


happen; but they never happened from 
his fault. Lieutenant Truxton told me 
that when Texas was annexed, there 
was a careful discussion, among the 
officers, whether they should get hold 
of Nolan's handsome set of maps, and 
cut Texas out of it, from the map 
of the world and the map of Mexico. 
The United States had boon cut out 
when the atlas was bought for him. 
But it was voted rightly enough, that 
to do this would bo virtually to reveal 
to him what had happened, or, ns 
Harry Cole said, to make him think 
Old Burr had succeeded.

from no fault of Nolan's that a great 
botch happened at my own table, when, 
for a short time, I was in command of 
the George Washington corvette, on 
the South American station.

I haio rooenod irom Dauforth, who is 
on board the Levant, a letter which 
gives an account of Nolan's last hours. 
Jt removes all my doubts about tolling 
this story. 


To understand the first words of the 


letter, 
tho 
nonprofessionnl 
reader 


should remember that after 1817 the 
position of every oliicer who hud No- 
lan in charge was one of the greatest 
delicacy. The government had failed 
to renew the order of 1S()7 regarding 
him. 
What was a man to do? Should 


he let him go? 
What, then, if ho 


were called to account by the depart- 
ment for violating I ho order of JS07? 
Should he keep him? What, then, if 
-Nolan should bo liberated some day, 
nnd should bring nn action for false 
Imprisonment or kidnaping against ev- 
ery mun who had had him in charge? 
I urged and pressed this upon South- 
ard, and I have reason to think that 
oilier officers did the same thing. But 
the secretary always said, us they so 
often do at Washington, that there 
"ore 
nr> special orders to give, and 


that we must act on our own judg- 
ment. 
That moans, "If you succeed, 


you will be sustained; if you fait, you 
will be disavowed." Well, as Danforth 
says, all that is over now, though I 
do not know but I expose myself to a 
criminal prosecution on the evidence 
of the very revelation I am making.

Burr once on one of our vessels, when 
a party of Americans came on boari 
in the Mediterranean. But this I be 
lievi; to bo a lie; or rather, it is a 
myih, lion trovato, involving a tre 
mentions blow ing-tip with which 
he 


sank Burr, asking him how he liko< 
to be "without a country." But it is 
eloar, from Burr's life, that nothing 
of the sort could have happened; ani; 
I mention this only as nn illustration 
of the stories which get a-going where 
there is the least mystery at bottom. 


So Philip Nolan had his wish ful- 


filled. Poor fellow, he repented of his 
folly, and then, like a man, submitted 
to the fate lie had asked for. 
He sev- 


er intentionally added to the difficulty 
or delicacy of the charge of those who 
had him in hold. 
Accidents would 


happen; but they never happened from 
his fault. Lieutenant Truxton told me 
that when Texas was annexed, there 
was a careful discussion, among the 
officers, whether they should get hold 
of Nolan's handsome set of maps, and 
cut Texas out of it, from the map 
of the world and the map of Mexico. 
The United States had boon cut out 
when the atlas was bought for him.

from no fault of Nolan's that a great 
botch happened at my own table, when, 
for a short time, I was in command of 
the George Washington corvette, on 
the South American station.

The other 
men t i l l me that in those fifteen years 
he aged very fast, as \\oll ho might 
indeed, but that he was still the same 
gentle, uncomfilninlrig, silent sufferer j 
that he ever was, bearing as be>t he | 
could lui self-ap£i<ii:;t«>il punishment, 
rather loss social, perhaps, with new- 
men whom he did not know, but more 
anxious, apparently, than ever to serve 
and befriend nnd teach the hoys, softie 
of whom fairly sec-mod to worship him.

.Since writing this, ami while con- 


sidering whether or no I would prim 
il. as u warning to tho young of today 
of what it is to throw away a country. 
I haio rooenod irom Dauforth, who is 
on board the Levant, a letter which 
gives an account of Nolan's last hours. 
Jt removes all my doubts about tolling 
this story. 


To understand the first words of the 


letter, 
tho 
nonprofessionnl 
reader 


should remember that after 1817 the 
position of every oliicer who hud No- 
lan in charge was one of the greatest 
delicacy. The government had failed 
to renew the order of 1S()7 regarding 
him. 
What was a man to do? Should 


he let him go? 
What, then, if ho 


were called to account by the depart- 
ment for violating I ho order of JS07? 
Should he keep him? What, then, if 
-Nolan should bo liberated some day, 
nnd should bring nn action for false 
Imprisonment or kidnaping against ev- 
ery mun who had had him in charge? 
I urged and pressed this upon South- 
ard, and I have reason to think that 
oilier officers did the same thing. But 
the secretary always said, us they so 
often do at Washington, that there 
"ore 
nr> special orders to give, and 


that we must act on our own judg- 
ment. 
That moans, "If you succeed, 


you will be sustained; if you fait, you 
will be disavowed." Well, as Danforth 
says, all that is over now, though I 
do not know but I expose myself to a 
criminal prosecution on the evidence 
of the very revelation I am making.
